THE DEATH OF CHALMERS. 


A leiter to a Winnipeg paper from 
Belfast, Tramsvaal. dated Nov, 5th, 
gives the following account of the, ac- 
tion in which Lieut. Chalmers was 
killed: 

On Thursday, November ist, 
Gen, Smith-Dorrien formed up: the 19th 
brigade again as follows: Gordon High- 
landers, the Suifolks, 5th Lancers, the 
Canadian Mounted Riiles, Sranwne, ¢ 
long tous, 2 pom-poms, 1 Maxim, 2 13- 
ib. sield pen ly 2 is-lb k. C. A. guns, 1 
automatic quick-firing Hill gun 2 12- 
ib, R. C. A. guas, completung tha 19th 
brigade. We left Belfast atter dark, 
black as pitch andj in a deluge of rain, 
marched eleven miles and halted till 
daybreak all soaked through. At 
dawn we found ourselves withia a mile 
of the Boer laager, Starting to locate 
the position the main column went (to 
the right, our troop and one troop of 
D. Squadron were sent to the left.. Lo- 
cating the laager we were to retire 
to the coumn and report, After going 
yome distance and wang — kop- 

s we caught sight of the lager and 
at the wine nai a number of Boers 
rushed out from a house 400 yards on 
our leit, They were completely taken 
by surprise as many came out without 
their accoutrements. At Chis point we 
had oaly two groups, Elkington’s and 
my own on the extreme left flank. We 
immediately opened fire and then the 
devils started up in all directioas, On 
hearing the firing the rest of our two 
Lroops came down at the gallop and we 
had a very hot time of it, The Boers 
kept increasing in numbers coming :n 
from every Side until they had us com- 
pletely surrounded. We saw it was to 
bea a fight to a finish, We were only 
sixty strong and had no guns with us. 
The main columa was five miles on our 
right. For three hours we held them 
at bay feeling in rather a tight place 
but meantime the column had heard 
pomething of what was going on and 
sent out scouts to rs who — 
reported the ition, and none 
a ccmahn ok lane tom shells came 
to our relief and which at once changed 
the look of things as the Boers, who 
were evidently ignorant of the main 
body being so close, thought that they 
in iarn were being surrounded and 
made off to feel for a safe place, Our 
Lieut. Chalmers was killed and three 
men wounded, many horses were killed, 
How our casualties are so few is to me 
inexplicable.
